In recent^ years more and mdre schools 
throughout the United States have experh 
enced probleffts of violence and vandalism In 
various, degrees of .severity. Disruptions 
ranging from minor nuisances to major vio* 
lence against people and property occur In 
the learning environment almost dally. Vio- 
lence and its companion attltudes-*feelings 
of hopelessness; alienation, and fear**have 
come to be a fact of life in many schools. 
The Vicrient Schools-Safe Schoois Report to 
Congress (1978) reports staggering figures 
describing a typical month for students and 
'teachers, nationwide: 282,000 students are 
attaeke^; 112,000 students have something 
taken from them 'by forca; 50% of teachers 
are subjected to verbar abuse from stu* 
dents? and I25>000 teichers are threatened 
with physical harm\ In a given, month, 
there arts/an average gf 42,000 cases of 
property damage, ' 2,000 fires sat, and 
24^000 reports of vandalism. The cost, 
both 'human and monetary, Is^ shocking. 
Five hundred thousand students In school 
report they are afraid much of the time. 
These are but a few of the substantive 
problems to be addressed by the Network.'

The NSRN is managed by the. Center for ' 
Human Resburoes, a not-for-pr^ofit corpora* 
tion based in Washington, D,C* Our net- 
work comprrises the National Center in Wash* , 
ington? four Regional C en ters_ located ir^^ 
¥oston/ Atlanta, Chicago and^ San Rafael; 
and an active Consortium' of thirty-four 
organizations. Center phone numberp and 
addressei and consortium members are 
listed at the end of this bulletin. ^ ' 

The goal of all NS^RN activities is to effact^ 
prevention and reduction of violence and 
vahdalism in schools and tb help schools 
become safer, more positive places In which 
to learn, The NSRN mandate includes the' 
following objectives: 

• To assist schools to devalcp and 
Implement new programs or proce- 
dures for preventing and control- 
ling school crime and vlolenca.

Personnel from a school with a problem (thfe 
requastgr) are sent to a school with a 
strategy (ttte provider) that Is Successfully 
addressl^\ha problem. ^SRN's role Ms 
Identify^^tRe eKemplar and provide transpor- 
tation I anS^^ther travel ^penses to .the

.^«( Technical "Astmtance by Corres- 
pondence 1 Here, assistance is obtained by 
the requestor's contacting the Regional Cen* 
ter. The Center assists the requestor in 
drafting a problem / statement. The docu- 
' ment is forwarded to an Identlfltd specialist . 
who writes a prwcriptive statement toward 
resolving the' problem. CopJes >re then 
sent to the requtttor and to the Regional 
Centee who, together, evaluate ^he validity , 
and Usefulness of . the proposed ^soiution 
strategy.. If further help is needed this , 
forms the basis for a new reiquest for tech-
